Householders are even required 
to turn in ‘‘eurtain rods and rug or carpet holders and such other 
rods used in the ordinary household as are easily removed and are 
made of brass.’’? Heavy punishment is made the penalty for con- 
cealment. The straits to which the central powers have been re- 
duced by reason of the thoroughness of the blockade against them 
suggest a comparison with our own resources that cannot but prove 
gratifying.

ita, which is the largest by far of 
any’ nation. Germany, France and 
England, in normal times, very sel- 
dom exceed seventy cents—in fact, 
Germany’s loss has, in the last sev- 
eral years, only been fifty cents. 
This goes to show what prevention 
and conservation will do with the 
proper laws in effect. Vancouver, 
B. C., has reduced her fire loss over 
90 per cent in the last five years. 
According to the Underwriters, $225,- 
000,000 of the full amount of the loss 
was absolutely preventable—in other 
words, this immense loss was due 
to the carelessness of our peopie. 
The real question is not how to put 
out a fire but how to prevent it. 

A paper read by Chief Ely of Los 
Angeles, the subject of which was 
“Shingle Roofs,” was of more inter- 
est to me than any other, as I find 
that Upland has more risk in that 
line probably than almost any city 
in Southern California. Just think 


‘of our immense packing houses with 


their acres of shingle roofs! They 
are one of the ggeatest dangers we 
have for, if one of them should catch 
on fire, with a strong wind blowing, 
it would be almost impossible to 
prevent the destruction of all of 
them with the equipment we have 
at hand. 

The reasons the shingle roof are 
dangerous are numerous. First, be- 
cause they are rough and, after be- 
ing om a certain length of time, 
they become slightly cupped and 
cracks open up, making an ideal 
lodgement for fire brands. Second, 
the thinness of the shingle and, 
when laid upon sheathing, the in- 
stant it burns through it creates a 
draft, which helps to spread the fire 
very rapidly, both on top and under- 
neath the roof. If paper roofing is 
used it is put on solid boards and 
it takes a great deal longer to burn 
through and will very seldom burn 
on the under side of the roof. 

Vancouver has a law that compels 
owners of buildings, inside the fire 
limits, to paint their shingle roofs 
every three years. They have found 
that a well painted roof is not such 
a great risk as fire brands are much 
slower to catch, 

The discussion of fire drills in the 
schools proved most interesting, as 
well as the suggestion of short lec- 
tures upon fire preventio® in the 
schools at least once a month, Where

were killed while answering fire 
calls. J 

Judge Croswell of San Diego de- 
livered a very impressive address. 

The attorney of the Underwriters 
of San Francisco were present and 
was kept very busy answering ques- 
tions pertaining to fire chiefs, their 
duties and responsibilities. As about 
four-fifths of all fires are in resi- 
dences, this subject was taken up 
and discussed. It seems the electric 
iron, the cedar mop, kerosene and 
gasoline stoves are among the most 
dangerous fire starters. There have 
been over one hundred fires in the 
state from electric irons alone the 
past year, over forty from cedar 
mops, and over two-hundred from 
gasoline and oil stoves, with a loss 
of eight lives and many injured. 
Now here we have over 340 fires 
that were absolutely preventable— 
in other words were caused by pure 
carelessness. Why can’t we get to- 
gether and stop this loss of life and 
property? It can be done by using 
a little common sense. 

I am going to give you a few 
“dont’s” for your own house—just 
look yours over’ and see if you use 
the proper precautions. 

Don’t leave the room for one min- 
ute without pulling the plug out of 
the iron.

Don’t leave the house while the 
gasoline or oil stove is burning. Ac- 
cidents almost always happen while 
the housewife is out.
